Mr. Acker: 


It is a pleasure to report of my inspection of the water colors 
painted by Miss Lesley Jackson, daughter of Dr. Sheldon Jackson, 
with a view to determining their acceptability as a part of the 
Alaskan Exhibit at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 

Miss Jackson is an artist far above the average; the objects 
keenly drawn and defined and the colors laid on with a master hand. 
All of her work is executed with great care as to details, showing 
the true artist nature and love for her art. She has had rare oppor= 
tunities to sketch and paint Alaska, and her work would add to any 
Exhibit. A room hung with her paintings and furnished with the 
mounted reindeer's head and other rare curios of Alaska possessed by 
Dr. Jackson, which he has kindly offered to loan, would create admira- 
tion for, and arouse interest in, the wonders of Aiaska. 

I would suggest taking all, about twenty, of Miss Jackson's 
water colors, already framed, and about twenty of those unframed. 

The cost will be but small, probably averaging about $1.25 to frame 
them to accord with the others. The framing should be done here 

in this city, under her direction, and it would greatly add to the 
appearance of the exhibit, if it were possible for her to hang then, 
as certain pictures should be hung in certain lights and in harmony 
with each other. 

There are scenes of native villages, with houses, or huts, and 
totem poles; some marine views; landscapes showing glaciers and moun- 
tain peaks of Alaska; flowers of brilliant hues, and figures of 
native Alaskan women at their weaving of baskets, all of which would 
be of’ great interest. 

-The water colors loaned by Miss Jackson have an added beauty, 
in that they were painted through love of the art, and not for exhibi- 
tion purposes. It seems to me that it would be no more than proper, 
that she be accorded recognition, usual in art exhibits, by having a 
card printed, large enough to be seen, possibly framed to hang with 
her pictures, stating that -- "These are the work of Miss Lesley Jack- 
son, daushter of Dr. Sheldon Jackson, Commissioner of Education in 
Alaska," thus making them of almost National importance, as Dr. Jack- 
son's work is well known throughout the civilized world.

The missionary, after obtaining authority from the 
Presbytery, should organize a church as soon as it is needed in 
every suitable locality where there is not one already, and will see 
that it is placed at once under the watch and care of the Presbytery 
to which it naturally belongs. He is urged to avoid interfering 
improperly with existing organizations, or multiplying churches 
from mere sectarian considerations. 


He is expected to organize a Sabbath-school wherever 
it is needed, and, as far as practicable, see that it is supplied with 
teachers and spiritual oversight.

Thank you very much for both these items of in- 
formation. 


As to the matter of freights: I suppose that Mr. 
Spriggs will have ordered his supplies direct from Foster & 
Co., before this time. Dr. Marsh, as you may know, is in- 
tending to come out, at least as far as south-eastern Alaska, 
where it is probable some post will be found for him. ¢ This 
news we have just received by letter from Dr. Marsh mailed 
in September.) The particular reason for his coming out at 
present, is that Mrs. Marsh has been suffering very greatly 
with her eyes, and he is of the opinion that they cannot be 
better until she is out of the land of’everlasting snow’ 


I have referred your letter to Dr. McAfee, in so 
far as relates to the remodeling, etc., of the present build- 
ings, and that matter will be considered very carefully and 
promptly. 


May I ask what, if any, progress has been made in 
Congress this session toward the appropriation for the surveys 
of the Alaska lands? You will remember that I addressed a 
letter to your office regarding this matter some time in Feb- 
ruary. Is there anything further that can be done, either 


from this end, or from your own office? We sincerely hope 


that this season will not have passed without these surveys 
being made.

Your kind letter of March 29 enclosing a letter from the 

Acting Seeretary of State came to hand a few days ago. Accept my 
heartiest thanks for your interest in my behalf. I doubt very 
much whether I shall go to St, Petersburg. I learn that it is 
very difficult to get access to the Russian archives sufficient 
for my purposes. Mr. Putnam of the Congressional Library, was 
there recently and he doesnot think that IJ will he allowed to econ- 
sult the archives very freely. I thank you nevertheless for your 
efforts and perhaps J may go after all and take chances. 

In the meantime I am going through all the second-hand book 
stores in Paris and collect all that I can find on the early histo- 
rv of Alaska, I have nearly every thing of importance. There are 
a few things which are too dear for me. During Faster vacation I 
went over to London. While there I looked up the second—hand book 
stores. Everything on the North West Coast is exceedingly high. 
Some of the books can not be had at any price. I succeeded how- 
ever in buying the voyages of Fortlock, Dixon, Meares, Rbllings, 
Kotzebue (translation), Coxe (history), Cook, Sir Geo.Simpson, Burney 
(history), and one or two French books, I had to pay a big price °° 
for them but nothing like the price I would have had to pay if I 
had gotten them through some one else. 


In a few weeks I shall go to Germany where I shall study

canine the summer, There I expect to find many of the Russian and 
other books, Before I return to the United States I hope to come 
back to Paris. Tt has occurred to me that perhaps you would like 
to have me duplicate an "Alaskana" for you, I shovld be glad to « 
do it, and it would cost you no more than mine. If you do not 
care for many books I should be glad to try and get for you such 
books as you may like. I find Baneroft's bibliography misleading.

On March 31 the Secretary of the Treasury transmitted 

a copy of a communication from the Secretary of the Interior submitting 
an estimate for the appropriation of $100,000 for the education of the 
Eskimos and Indians in Alaska for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1905. 

This action is rendered necessary to meet the provisions indicated 
in S. Bill 3728 which passed the Senate March 10, 1904, and was reported 
favorably to the House on April 14 from the House Committee of 
Territories. This act provides that hereafter the license fees of 
Alaska ,which for the past three years hav e supported the white and native 
schools of that country, shall be given to the support of the white 
schools exclusively, with the Governor of Alaska as ex-officio 
Superintendent for white schools; the Eskimo and Indian schools 
remaining under the Bureau of Education, to be supported by an annual 
appropriation by Congress, as in former vane 

The executive communication making this request (a copy of which is 
enclosed) reached Congress too late for incorporation in the Sundry 
Civil Bill by the House. | 

The Senate has placed on the Sundry Civil Bill an amendment 
appropriating $50,000 for education of the native children of Alaska, 
which sum, while not permitting the increase in the number of schools 
that is needed, will yet sustain the present schools. 

This sum is absolutely necessary to the existence of the present 


school service, and if it is not made the 30 native schools with 33 


teachers and 1,996 pupils will have to be abandoned. 

The case is so urgent that I wish you would see Mr. Hemenway 
(Chairman of the Approprietion Committee) and also the House 
Conferees (when appointed) on the Sundry Civil Bill, and urge them to 
agree to the Senate amendment.

I write to you as a member of the Home Mission Board of the 
Presbyterisn Church, to ask that you will use your influence to prevent the Board 
endorsing the reappointment of Judge M. C. Brown of the Ist district of Alaska and 
living at Juneau. His name is on the roll of the Presbyterian church there, but 
his official conduct is such that almost every town in southeastern Alaska is praying 
for his dismissal, 

I am particularly interested as I am half owner of the Willson and Sylvester 
saw mill of Wrangell. My husband died Feb, 23, 1903 suddenly ‘in Seattle and Mr, 
Rufus Sylvester, his partner, died in 1900, so the whole business worth at least 
seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) was left to myself as heir of my husband 
Thomas A, Willson, and an Indian wife (?) of Rufus Sylvester and their six children. 

It was too good a chance to lose and Judge Brown by aiding and deciding in 
favor of unscrupulous and wicked men of his court who are anxious to get possession 
of the mill, as it is a splendid business, appointed a receiver for the mill tho’ 
there was $18,000 in the bank, and would not have it otherwise, The mill is now 
to be sold in May against our wishes but we can do almost nothing owing to Judge 
Brown's action in the matter, 

This you may say is a personal matter and I agree with you, but it is a 
case of women and children entirely as there is not a man concerned, or he would 
not dare to act as he is doing, President Roosevelt has been fully informed of 
the matter and promises to see our wrongs righted. i 

It speaks for itself, If Judge Brown had been a just and honorable man 
why should he have to call on the Pres. Board and use every means, good and bad, to 
endorse him? The receiver at the mill on the last pay day, April 1, presented Judge 
Brom's petition to the men as they came for their wages, and it meant "sign or you 
are doomed." Does that meet with the approval of the Board? I cannot think so and 
I hope that they will not endorse his petition, 


My husband was in Alaske since 1980 and is well knorn both to Dr. Sheldon

Jackson and Dr, Hall Young. He was also well know to Gov, Brady, was a Presbyterian 


all his life, and'‘left a Presbyterian wife to mourn for him, Alaska is seemingly 
so far away that it is very difficult to get people to realize our troubles and to 
help us out of them, | 

My home was in Baltimore, Maryland, and I had hoped by this time to have 
been heey there and would have been but for the rascality and hypocrisy of some here 
whom I thought were my friends, but instead were the tools of the Juneau court, 

I heard that the Board was asked to endorse Judge Brown's petition, and 
as I knew your name so well and had heard and seen you so many times I decided to 
write to you.
